DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group III in the reply filed on 08/27/2008 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the lack of unity of invention is 
being improperly applied. This is not found persuasive because Applicant never 
specifies what the special technical feature is between the different groups. Examiner 
notes that the conduit of Claim 1 is not the same special technical feature of Claim 6 
where the method of manufacturing a body having a conduit does not relate to the body 
with an improved enlarged cavity with a center point of intersection between two 
conduits nor the fuel distribution device of Claim 9. In view of what is positively recited 
in Claims 1, 6 and 9, Applicant does not have a corresponding special technical feature 
that relates between the restricted groups and has not defined a contribution which 
each of the claimed inventions when considered as a whole makes over the prior art of 
record. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goetzke et al (US 5,328,094). 

In regard to Claims 9 and 14, Goetzke et al teach a fuel distribution system for an 
internal combustion engine having a pump (27), an injector (10), a fuel conduit (37) in a 
body (11), fluidly connecting the pump (27) to the injector (10), the fuel conduit (37) is 
adapted for delivery of fuel at high pressure, having a first passageway (37) with a first 
longitudinal axis (axis of "37") and a second passageway (passageway of "16") with a 
second longitudinal axis (axis in passage of "16") wherein the first and second 
longitudinal axes intersect at an angle other than 180 degrees and an enlarged cavity 
has a center point at an intersection of the first and second longitudinal axes. 

In regard to Claims 10-13 and 15-18, Goetzke et al also teach where the 
enlarged cavity is generally spherically shaped, the diameter of the enlarged cavity is at 
least twice the cross sectional diameter of one of the first and second passageways 
where the angle is about ("about" is viewed as a broad term) 90 degrees and the 
diameter of the enlarged cavity is at least twice the cross sectional diameter of one of 
the first and second passageways. 

Response to Arguments 



Rejection under 35 USC § 102 
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Applicant's arguments filed 04/10/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Examiner relies on the area in between the first and second 
passageways as the cavity. It is noted to Applicant that what Examiner calls a chamber 
within the body is a cavity within a body as claimed when given its broadest most 
reasonable interpretation in view of the applied prior art. Enlarged cavity can include a 
chamber where it is clear from the drawings that Goetzke et al teach. As a result, 
Examiner is maintaining the rejection of Claims 9-18.
